During my term of Office, it has been an honor and privilege to 
serve the Ship Masters’ Association. I have endeavored to the best of 
my ability to discharge the duties and obligations coming before me 
during my term of office. 


I regret to inform you that our Active Membership shows a slight 
decrease over 1950. This is due to the fact that in 1951 there were only 
thirty-three new Active Members initiated as compared to forty in 1950. 
Our list of deaths was eight less than in 1950, which I am pleased to 
report. Resignations, Suspensions and Demits were about the same as 
last year. However, our total membership shows a decrease of sixteen 
members over 1950.

During the year our Canadian Lodge No. 15 showed a slight de- 
crease in membership. However, we are stiil very proud of our Canadian 
Brothers, and I am hoping for the time when they will enjoy the bene- 
ficiary benefits of our Association. 

I am now going to ask the Officers, Delegates and members to rise 
and bow their heads in silent tribute to all of the deceased brothers of 
our Association. 

We should be well pleased with the financial condition of the Ship 
Masters’ Association and that the Grand Lodge is in the best financial 
condition that it has ever been, due entirely to the personal efforts of 
our Grand Secretary.

“OUR DUTY—TO PATRONIZE THE ADVERTISERS” 
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EARLY HISTORY OF INTERNATIONAL SHIP MASTERS’ ASSOCIATION 


In the winter of 1886, the First Mate of the Str. Boston of the Western Transit 
Company of Buffalo, New York, died. Capt. John H. Ivers, then master of the Str. 
Fountain City, a propeller in the Western Transit Company, went to the home of the 
family of his departed friend to offer his services and his sympathy. The widow very 
reluctantly told Capt. Ivers that she had no money and asked him for the loan of 
$50.00 to defray the expense of burying her husband. The Captain, not having that 
amount with him, told the widow that he would return with the amount later that 
evening. After leaving the house, Capt. Ivers went to the store of Felthouse & Russel, 
a vessel supply house located on Main Street, and a place where the licensed officers 
of steamboats used to congregate and there he met several masters and mates and 
told them about the circumstances of the deceased mate. Among those present were 
Capt. Martin Niland, Capt. John Disset, Capt. Wm. Dickson, Capt. James Drake, Capt, 
Parlance McFarland, Capt. Joseph Hulligan, Capt. James Green, Capt. Patrick Shea, 
Capt. Lawrence Green, Capt. Frank Welcome, Capt. James Condon, Capt. John Byrne, 
Capt. Robert Smith and Capt. John Ivers. 


Capt. Ivers told his associates that this family needed money and would not be 
able to pay it back. Capt. Niland then took off his cap, placed a five dollar bill of 
his own into it, and passed it around; those present at that time, and those who 
came later, contributed and in a short time the donations amounted to $125.00. Capt. 
John Ivers, then master of the Str. Fountain City, and Capt. James Condon, then 
master of the Str. Arctic, were detailed to take the $125.00 to the widow, which they 
did that evening. The widow was very grateful and began to cry, saying that she 
did not know how she would repay the kindness and that she would pay the money 
back even if she had to take in washings and that it was her wishes and prayers 
that no other widow of a Ship Master would be placed in like circumstances upon the 
death of her husband. The Captains assured her that there would be nothing to pay 
back as this money was a donation from the friends of her husband, who were employed 
on the line boats. 


Aiter Capt. Ivers and Capt. Condon returned to the store of Felthouse & Russel, 
a general discussion arose about forming a little society among members of the pro- 
fession, where in case of death of a member the widow or beneficiary would receive 
$100.00, each member being assessed his portion, which was later changed to $1,000.00. 


This being the last of the week it was agreed that a meeting be held on the 
following Tuesday evening in a small hall above the vessel supply store (the use of 
the hall being donated by the owners of the store) for the purpose of organizing a 
beneficial association. 


Fifteen licensed officers of the line boats assembled in the hall above the store on 
the following Tuesday evening and Capt. Wm. Dickson was elected chairman, and 
later the same evening was elected president; and Capt. James Condon was elected 
secretary. Capt. John Disset was appointed a committee of one to take the necessary 
steps to secure a charter for this new society, then known as the Excelsior Marine 
Benevolent Association. Board of Managers names as follows: Wm. Dickinson, 
Valentine Jones, George S. Hogg, John H. Dessett, Donald Gillies, John Cornish, 
Lawrence Green. 


The managers and owners of the different steamboat lines, thinking that this new 
association was a labor organization later to become affiliated with the Knights of 
Labor, objected to their masters and mates joining it. But when it was explained to 
them the purpose of the organization, and that it was never to be a labor organiza- 
tion and always to be a Benevolent Association, they withdrew their objections and 
offered to help make up the $100.00 that was to go to the beneficiary on the death of 
a member, in case there was a shortage. 


A meeting was held every Tuesday evening until the charter was secured from 
Albany, New York. After securing the charter, a discussion arose about numbering 
the members as they joined the Association. Owing to the fact that Capt. Niland 
had rendered the new association such valuable service, along the line of creating a 
favorable opinion of this Association among the vessel managers and owners, the 
members thought it fitting to honor him by giving him Number 1. 


Capt. John Disset thought that if honors were being given that he, too, should 
be given a small number in place of Number 15. None of the members cared to give 
up their numbers until Capt. John Ivers spoke up and said, “I will change with Capt. 
Disset and take Number 15 instead of Number 4.” 


Later in the spring, when it became known that the owners and managers did not 
object to their licensed men belonging to this Association, seven more ten were 
taken in before the opening of navigation, making a membership of twenty-two the 
members then thinking themselves in a flourishing condition. 


The wife of Capt. Disset (who was formerly a schoolteacher) with the aid of an 
attorney (who was a friend of the family) drew up the first constitution and by-laws 
and also secured the first ritual. This constitution, by-laws and ritual were changed 
in January, 1891, when the Grand Lodge was formed in Buffalo, 


In the winter of 1887 and 1888, in order to increase the membership of Buffalo 
Lodge, Capt. Ivers solicited new members in Port Huron; but the men of Port Huron 
thought they should have a lodge of their own in town. Capt. Ivers then wrote Capt. 
Alexander Clark, who was at that time President of Buffalo Lodge, for information 
in regard to forming a new lodge in Port Huron. Capt. Clark’s reply was that he 
would take the matter up with the officials in Albany, New York, from whom they 
had secured the Buffalo charter. 


In due time, Capt. Ivers of Port Huron received word from Capt. Alexander Clark 
of Buffalo that a lodge could be organized in Port Huron as a branch of the Buffalo 
Lodge, to work under the Buffalo Lodge’s charter; and that if twenty prospective 
members could be secured he would come to Port Huron and organize Lodge Number 
Two. In a few days he came to Port Huron and organized with a charter membership 
of twenty-two. 


Capt. Ivers then withdrew from Buffalo Lodge, and joined Port Huron Lodge, 
becoming its president for the winter of 1888-1889 and was also delegate to Buffalo in 
the year 1891 at the time that the Grand Lodge was formed with Capt. Alexander 
Clark its first president, the Grand Lodge still retaining the name E. M. B. A. 
which in 1893 was changed to Ship Masters’ Association, 


The first convention of the various branches of the Association was 
Buffalo, New York, January 8, 1891. Each lodge was entitled to two delegates for 
every twenty-five members. What is designated as the Grand Lodge was then 
formed and the officers were selected from the different local lodges. 

The second meeting of the Grand Lodge was held in Cleveland, January 21, 1892; 
seven lodges, with a membership of 800 masters, were represented. The growth of the 
Association during the year was remarkable, showing an increase of 120 per cent. 
The treasurer’s report showed that during the year $9,000 had been paid out in death 
benefits. The old officers were reelected. 

The third meeting of the Grand Lodge was held at Port Huron, Mich., January 
17, 1893. Nine lodges, with a membership of 900, were represented. The reports 
showed that $11,840 had been paid in death benefits. At this convention the constitu- 
tion was amended to some extent and the name changed to Ship Masters’ Association. 
The old officers were again chosen. 
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On January 16th, 1894, the fourth annual convention was held in Chicago. The re- 
ports showed that the association had been prosperous in both numbers and finance, 
and that the new or amended constitution was working well. The reports of the 
President showed that there were 1,000 members enrolled in the Order, out of 1,086 
masters of steam crafts reported by the commissioner of navigation, thus making it 
evident that most of the licensed masters on the lakes lad been members of the 
Association, The Secretary’s report showed that during the year, $12,500 had been 
paid to widows and orphans of departed members. The first officers were again 
elected, as they had shown themselves diligent and active in their efforts to bring 
the Association to a successful and prosperous condition, 


The fifth annual meeting was held in Detroit, January 15, 1895. The President’s 
report stated that, although the season had been a bad one, the Order was in a 
flourishing condition. During the year, $13,742 had heen paid out for death benefits, 
New pilot rules were thoroughly discussed and carefully revised, and the bill known 
as the White or Goulder bill was indorsed by the convention. The provisions and 
details of this bill had been advanced by experienced members of the Association. At 
this meeting the mantle of the presidency fell upon the shoulders of Captain C. E. 
Benham of Cleveland Lodge, the other officers being re-elected. 


The sixth annual meeting was held in Washington, D. C., at the usual time, 
January, 1896, and the Treasurer and Secretary’s report showed that nine death 
assessments were paid during 1895. The honor of holding the presidency of the Grand 
Lodge, having been held in Buffalo for some time, came to Cleveland for one year 
and was then captured by Detroit through the election of Bro. George McCullagh. 
Business of importance was transacted with the different government departments. 


The seventh annual meeting of the Grand Lodge was held in Washington, D. C., 
January 21 to 23, and the wisdom of transacting annual business at the capital where 
the delegates were in touch with the officers of the steamboat inspection service was 
again shown, although it was decided, on account of the expense, to hold the next 
meeting in Milwaukee. It was found by the Secretary’s and Treasurer’s reports that 
11 death claims, $11,000 had been paid during the year, and the Endowment Fund 
showed a balance of $1,190 on hand. The salaries and expenses, chargeable to the 
General Fund, amounted to $2,780.68, leaving a balance of $1,913.54 on hand. The 
Grand Lodge lost by death its worthy and efficient First Grand Vice-President. 


Since 1897, the Grand Lodge has been held several times in Washington, also in 
nearly every principal port on the Great Lakes. 


History of Buffalo Lodge, No. 1. 


After organization and adopting a constitution the Buffalo Lodge, No. 1, at its next 
meeting proceeded to choose its officers, which resulted in the election of William Dick- 
son for President; Edward Condon, Vice President; and John Disset, Secretary. The 
charter members were Messrs. Niland, Green, Condon, Carlisle, Drake, Williams, Mc- 
Farland, Halligan, Sked, Byrne, Smith, Ivers, Camish, Dunn, Jones, Gillies, Disset, 
Dickson, Gardner, Provort, Hogg, and O’Neil. In the fall fo'lowing, a large hall in 
Washington Street was rented, and after the election of Alexander Clark to the 
Presidency, they secured better quarters in the parlors of the Hesper. Seeing the 
pleasant and comfortable quarters, the Captains commenced to enroll themselves as 
members, and the lodge began to fill rapidly. Interesting subjects were discussed 
at the meetings and the social phase of the movement began to manifest itself. At this 
time President Clark was ably assisted by Messrs. Frank Welcome, who was vice- 
president, and J. M, Todd, who was secretary. In the winter of 1887 President Clark 
and F. D. Welcome started on a tour of organization and succeeded in forming a num- 
ber of lodges at different lake ports. 


History of Port Huron Lodge, No. 2. 
Masters residing at Port Huron, Mich., were the first to enroll themselves and 
extend the hand of fraternity to the Buffalo Lodge, in February, 1888. The Port 


Huron Lodge met in temporary quarters until 1891, when the increased membership 
encouraged a permanent meeting place, and in 1891 a large hall, in the Jenkinson 
block, was leased and No. 2 fitted up apartments, consisting of lodge room and 
reading room newly furnished throughout. The first officers of Port Huron Lodge 
were: F. H. Danger, president; Geo. Tebo, first vice-president; Wm. Curtis, second 
vice-president; W. Hutchinson, secretary; Thos, Cowan, treasurer. 


The lodge has a large and active membership, including in its ranks as honorary 
members over fifty of the best business men of Port Huron. 


History of Chicago Lodge, No. 3. 


The first steps taken towards the organization of this lodge was on January 25th, 
1890, when Captain Alex. Clark and Captain F. D. Welcome, of Buffalo, N. Y., called 
upon Captain Robert Young and Captain J. Hogan, of Chicago, to assist them in 
obtaining a sufficient number of prominent masters of steamships, for the purpose 
of organizing a lodge here. Their efforts met with prompt success and an organiza- 
tion was perfected by eleven members being initiated, in H. Channon & Co.’s sail 
loft. An adjournment was then taken until January 27th, when a meeting was held 
in a hall at the corner of West Randolph and Ada Streets and four more applicants 
were initiated. These fifteen members then proceeded to elect officers of the lodge, 
and who were du'y installed in their offices, namely: J. Hogan, president; William 
Chamberlain, first vice-president; James M. Comstock, second vice-president; William 
Turney, treasurer, and J. A. Connelly, recording secretary. At a subsequent meet- 
ing, a month later, Captain F. B. Higgie was initiated as a member and was installed 
as the financial secretary of the lodge. 


History of Cleveland Lodge, No. 4. 


After establishing the Chicago Lodge the organizers visited Cleveland and without 
much delay succeeded, with the aid of Capt. Ed. Kelley and Capt. John Ne'son (both 
now deceased), in getting together a sufficient number of masters for a preliminary 
meeting in Van Tassel’s hall, on Detroit Street. This meeting was called to order by 
Capt. William Cumming. The constitution was then read, reciting that the aims 
were for mutual improvement, and that it should not become a labor organization. 
Capt, Cumming was the first to indorse the project. The Cleveland lodge was then 
organized and Capt. Ed. Kelley was chosen president; Capt. John Hal!, first vice- 
president; Capt. William Cumming, second vice-president; Capt. John Nelson, treas- 
urer; Capt. W. A. Collier, financial secretary; and Capt. Edward Mooney, recording 
secretary. In the winter of 1891 it was thought that more commodious quarters were 
necessary, and rooms in the old Board of Trade building, at 122 Water Street, were 
secured, consisting of lodge room, reading room, and club room, all of which were 
newly furnished in 1895. A valuable library, chart table, and mariner’s g’obe, two 
billiard tables, card, whist and checker tables, desks, in addition to all necessary 
furniture, made the rooms very attractive. The drawers of the chart table contained 
all the charts published of fresh water localities, and the most important of the 
charts relating to salt water navigation. 


The Cleveland lodge has the largest membership of the association and its pleasant 
rooms are very generally used by the members during the winter months. 


History of Bay City Lodge, No. 5. 

Bay City Lodge was organized on February 24th, 1890, in the office of C. H. Weeks, 
at Bay City, by Brothers Robert E. Gain and Frank Welcome, with the following 
charter members: D. M, Pierce, president; Henry Bennett, first vice-president; Geo. 
H. Lester, second vice-president; Jos. G. Souer, treasurer; Herman Bennett, secre- 
tary; Ed Ballentine, marshal; Geo. Smith, warden; C. M. Saph, sentinel; John 
Cassada, chaplain. 

The Lodge continued to hold their regular meetings in the above mentioned 
quarters till April 10th, when they adjourned till November 11th, 1890. We then 
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procured more suitable rooms in a block known as the Watson Block, where we have 


) continued to hold our meetings ever since, 


Capt. D. M. Pierce continued to preside until February 2d, 1895, during which 


| time the Lodge continued in a fairly prosperous condition, with a membership num- 


bering 67, in 1892, but owing to the scarcity of material this number was never ex- 


| ceeded, and owing to lapses and other reasons, best known to themselves, many of 


our members dropped out, so that in 1894 we had but 43 members in good standing. 
This charter was surrendered and Lodge No. 5 ceased to exist. 


| History of Milwaukee Lodge, No. 6. 


In February, 1891, the attention of the organizers was turned toward Milwaukee, 


| where they were met with much enthusiasm, and a charter was granted in response 


to a petition with thirty-seven names, and rooms were secured on Reed Street. At 


| the first election of officers, Capt. James Leisk was chosen president; F. C. Maxon, 


first vice-president; W. F. McGregor, second vice-presilent; and L. R. Vance, secre- 


| tary. The Milwaukee Lodge has grown strong in numbers as years have passed, and 


has now, perhaps, the most valuable library in the order. The lodge was assisted in 


| collecting this library by wealthy and influential citizens, who contributed $600.00 for 
| that purpose, adding $500.00 more for furnishing the lodge rooms. Owners find that it 
| is good policy to encourage this order, as a vast amount of good springs from it. 


| History of Detroit Lodge, No. 7. 


Detroit mariners, who had been labored with in the spring of 1890, without result. 
expressed a desire to form a lodge, and in March, 1891, Grand President Clark re- 
sponded, accompanied by the father of the order, Captain Martin Niland, who acted 
as Grand Marshal. This lodge was organized with 34 charter members, and Capt 


| George McCullough elected president; Charles L. Wilson, vice-president; and John 
C. Shaw, secretary. By April the membership had increased to 90. The following 


fall the members rented a large hall at the foot of Woodward Avenue and fitted it 
up in elegant style. In the new quarters is a library, well stocked with useful books, 
a reading room, club room and meeting room, 


History of Marine City Lodge, No. 8. 


The Marine City masters were the next to fall into line, and on February 10. 
1892, a lodge was organized at that port by Grand Secretary W. A. Collier, Capt. 
R. E. Gain and Alex Sinclair. Twenty-five names were recorded as charter members, 
and the organization was perfected by the election of Capt. T. S. Walker as pres- 
ident, Capt. Ed. Allum as vice-president, and W. H. Scott as secretary. While there 
are many lake masters residents at Marine City, the lodge cannot be as strong in 
number as some of the others on account of many of the contiguous ports coming 
under the jurisdiction of Port Huron on one side and Detroit on the other. 


History of Toledo Ledge, No. 9. 

The organization was effected in 1892 by Grand President Clark, and Grand Secre- 
tary, W. A. Collier, assisted by Capt. George Stoddard, of Toledo, who was lost on 
the Dean Richmond in the fall of 1892. Captain Stoddard was elected president, 
ae eee , vice-president, and E. G. Ashley, secretary. Under 
Captain Stoddard’s administration this lodge grew fast, and he was recognized as 
one of the ablest officers in the association. The lodge had elegant and comfortable 
quarters in the Marine Building, the meetings were well attended and great interest 
was shown in the movement. 


History of Ogdensburg Lodge, No. 10. 

Capt. James A. Walsh deserves the credit for the organizing of Lodge No. 10, 
Capts. John MacDonald of Marine City and John St. Clair of Port Huron came here 
on January 30th, 1909, after the Grand Lodge meeting at Washington and instituted 
the Lodge with the following officers: S. V. Anderson, president; M. A, Leonard, 
first vice-president; Tohn Hanley, second vice-president; Charles Nelson, treasurer; 


H. A. Murphy, secretary; J. J. Powers, chaplain; C. A. Dunn, marshal; Arthur 
Nelson, warden, and Henry Russel, sentinel. The fo'lowing are the charter members 
of this lodge: S. V. Anderson, M. A. Leonard, H. A. Murphy, J. H. Handly, C, O. 
Nelson, J. J. Powers, C. A. Dunn, A. C. Nelson, H. A. Russell, D. O. Murphy, W, J. 
Stitt, W. J. Doyle, J. J. Smith, Geo. Kinch, Thos. J. Bell, W. G. Malby, Wm. V. 
Woods, Sidney Lebeau, E. B. Shay, John W. Goodrich. 


History of Algonac Lodge, No. 11. 


Lodge No. 11 was organized February 15th, 1909; John H. McDonald, Grand 
President, and E. G. Ashley, Grand Secretary, organized this lodge. The charter 
members were Capt. M. M. Stewart, president; Capt. J. P. Stewart, vice-president; 
F,. D. Galton, second vice-president; D. A, Kendall, treasurer; F. R. Henninger, 
recording secretary; James Macomb, marshal; Sam Kenworthy, warden; and George 
Deanbu, secretary. 


History of Twin Ports Lodge, No. 12. 


A number of shipmasters living in Duluth and Superior were called together by 
Capt. Albert Swenson at the U. S. Hydrographic Office, Duluth, Minn., on February 
27th, 1911, to organize a Shipmaster’s Lodge. The correspondence from Grand Pres- 
ident, Capt. James G. Herbert, regarding the conditions for instituting a Shipmasters’ 
Lodge at Duluth, was read by Capt. Albert Swenson, and it was then moyed and 
supported that a Shipmasters’ Lodge be organized. On March 20, 1911, a meeting 
was called at the U. S. Hydrographic Office, as a charter had been received from 
Capt. James G, Herbert, Grand President Shipmasters’ Association, and Capt. G. H. 
Vrooman had been deputized by the Grand Lodge Officers to organize the lodge to 
take obligations from all masters present. 


The following officers were elected for the ensuing year of 1911: Wilson McGregor, 
president; Albert Jones, first vice-president; E. Doherty, second vice-president; 
J. C. LaVaque, treasurer; Albert Swenson, financial secretary; Albert Swenson, re- 
cording secretary; Frank Moore, chaplain; M. B. Glockle, marshal; Martin Glenn, 
warden, and Harry C. Ashby, sentinel.

History of St. Clair Lodge, No. 14. 


The St. Clair Lodge was organized March 16th, 1912, with twenty-nine charter 
members, as follows: Capt. A. C. Smith, F. G. West, Jos.

Rinn, Joseph Lowes, Thomas F. Doner, James Doner, George O. Reece, Nelson

The first officers of St. Clair Lodge, No. 14, were A. C. Smith, president; Joseph 
Lowes, first vice-president; Joseph Autterson, second vice-president; R. O’Connor, 
treasurer; Frank L. Meno, secretary; Fred West, chaplain; A. R. Morse, marshal; 
John Conlin, warden, and George Reece, sentinel. 

The installing officers were John McDonald, past grand president; M. M. Stewart, 
grand first vice-president; Fred Galton, grand chaplain; Capt. Crosby, grand sentine! 
and Capt. A, G. Mahon, grand warden. 
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History of Toronto Lodge No. 15. 


A special meeting of the Grand Lodge of the International Shipmasters Association 
convened in the Hotel Buffalo, Buffalo, New York, on March 29, 1946, with Grand Presi- 
dent Thorpe presiding. 


Grand President Thorpe called the meeting to order at 3:00 P. M.

Bro. Saunders moved that we dispense with the signing of the Constitution and By- 
laws by the newly elected candidates. Bro. McDonald seconded the motion. The motior 
was put to a vote and carried 

Bro. Saunders addressed the new members and made several good suggestions help- 
ful to the organization of their new lodge and pledged full support of the Buffalo Lodge 
in their efforts. 

Grand President Thorpe declared a recess at 4:05 P. M. 


The Toronto members then convened in meeting and elected their officers for the 
ensuing year.

Past Grand President McDonald expressed his hearty welcome to the new members 
of the Toronto Lodge. 

Bro. Healy moved that the Charter for the Toronto Lodge No, 15 be signed and 
completed in this meeting and be mailed to the Toronto Lodge. Bro. Murray seconded 
the motion, The motion was carried. 

Also, a set of jewels shall be secured and presented to Toronto Lodge No, 15. 

As there was no further business, Grand President Thorpe declared the meeting 
closed.

FACTS REGARDING THE MESABI 
RANGE 


The Mesabi Range extends continuously 
from near Grand Rapids, Minnesota, on 
the Mississippi River, east-northeast for 
about 90 miles to near Birch Lake, about 
15 miles south of Ely, on the Vermillion 
Range. 


Ore was discovered on the Mesabi Range 
in the fall of the year 1890, by Messrs. 
Merritt of Duluth, near the present Moun- 
tain Iron Mine, and in the fall of the next 
year on the Biwabic property by the same 
parties. 


The year 1892 recorded the first ship- 
ment of iron ore from this range, when 
4,245 tons were shipped from the Mountain 
Iron Mine. The following year saw ten 
mines on the shipping list, with a total 
shipment of 613,620 tons. At the end of 
the year 1948, the total shipments from the 
Mesabi Range had reached the figure of 
185,703,424 tons, and at the end of the year 
1941 1,120,493,676. 


The record production from Mesabi 
Range in the year 1942, the total being 
70,280,078. 


The Mesabi Range is producing ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the ore going 
down from the Lake Superior district, and 
more than half the total being mined in 
the whole United States. 
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BAROMETER READING 


WIND-BAROMETER INDICATIONS:—When the wind sets in from points between south and southeast and 
the barometer falls steadily, a storm is approaching from the west or northwest, and its center will pass near 
or north of the observer within 12 to 24 hours with the wind shifting to northwest by way of southwest and 
west. When the wind sets in from points between east and northeast and the barometer falls steadily, a storm 
is approaching from the south or southwest, and its center will pass near or to the south or east of the ob- 
server within 12 to 24 hours with the wind shifting to northwest by way of north. The rapidity of the storm’s 
approach and its intensity will be indicated by the rate and the amount of the fall in the barometer.

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BAROMETER READINGS 


Barometer readings are usually expressed in terms of sea level pres- 
sure. This means that the barometer reading at a weather station on 
the lakes is first corrected for the height of the barometer above the 
lake, then corrected for the height of the iake above sea level and the 


resultant is announced as the barometer reading whether the term “sea 
level reading” is stated or not. 


To obtain the “above water” correction add 0.01 inch for each 10 
feet of exposure above the waterline. The corrections to be applied for 
each of the Great Lakes to obtain sea level readings are:

It is seldom that an aneroid barometer is adjusted to show the exact 
pressure; therefore, it is necessary to apply a correction in order to 
eliminate errors. The amount of this correction may be determined by 
comparison with a standard Weather Bureau barometer. Those wishing 
to adjust their barometers by comparison with Weather Bureau instru- 
ments may bring them to any Weather Bureau Office, if they so desire. 
The instrumental error, once determined, should be applied to all read- 
ings from that barometer. However, as the error may fluctuate from 
time to time, comparisons with standard Weather Bureau barometers 
should be made at frequent intervals. 


The following example shows the method of applying corrections 
to obtain the sea level pressure from the observed barometer reading:

LAKE SUPERIOR 


Downbound vessels shall lay a course from Duluth-Supcrior Har- 
bor to pass not less than 12 miles off Devils Island, Eagle Harbor 
Light, Copper Harbor Light, and Manitou Isiand Light; thence to a 
point not less than 2% miles off Whitefish Point Light; thence head 
148 degrees to a point 2% miles off Ile Parisienne Light and thence 
139 degrees to off Gros Cap Lightship; provided, that vessels leav- 
ing Superior Harbor shall lay their course 45 degrees for about 20 
miles before turning on the course to Devils Island. 


On the downbound course from Ashland, vessels shall lay a course 
from 5 miles 81° from La Point Light to intersect the downbound 
course from Duiuth 12 miles north of Eagle Harbor Light. 


Downbound vessels from Marquette shall lay a course to pass not 
less than 7 miles off Au Sable Point Light, thence to pass not less than 
7 miles off Crisp Point Light and continue same course to intersect 
the downbound course from Manitou to Whitefish Point. 


Downbound vessels shall lay a course from a point one mile south 
of Passage Island, 148 degrees for a distance of 15 miles; thence 120 
degrees to a point 2% miles, 30 degrees from Whitefish Point, there 
joining the present Lake Carriers’ Association downbound course to 
Ile Parisienne. 


Upbound vessels for south shore and western Lake Superior points 
shall lay a course from lighted bell buoy east of Point Iroquois, 300 
degrees for six miles; thence 322 degrees to a point 4 miles off Ile 
Parisienne Light; thence 328 degrees to a point 1 mile off Whitefish 
Point Light; thence lay a course not over 280 degrees to a point not 
more than 4% miles off Crisp Point Light; thence to pass not more 
than 4 miles off Manitou Island Light and not more than 5 miles north 
of Copper Harbor Light, Eagle Harbor Light, and Devils Island Light. 


Upbound vessels bound for Marquette shall lay a course from a 
point not over 4% miles off Crisp Point Light to pass not more than 
414 miles off Au Sable Light, thence to destination. 


Vessels bound for Fort William and points on the north shore of 
Lake Superior shall take departure from Gros Cap close aboard, then 
steer 360 degrees for 2% miles; thence head on Whitefish Point Light 
to a point 1% miles off Ile Parisienne Light; thence to a point 6 miles 
off Whitefish Point Light and thence to destination. 


Limits of Anchorage in Whitefish Bay Are Recommended as Follows: 


From a point on the Birch Point range % mile above Gros Cap, 
340 degrees for 2% miles; thence 314 degrees to a point 2 miles off Ile 
Parisienne Light. 


From a point on the Birch Point range % mile above Gros Cap, 
229 degrees for % mile; then 300 degrees for 2.7 miles; thence to 
a point 3% miles off Ile Parisienne Light. 


No downbound vessel to proceed from this anchorage area unless 
authorized to do so by the United States Coast Guard. 


LAKE HURON 


Downbound vessels shall lay a course from Detour Passage to pass 
not less than 15 miles northeast from Middle Island Light, thence not 
less than 12 miles ENE of Harbor Beach Light. 


Downbound vesseis from the Straits of Mackinac shall lay a course 
70 degrees for 6 miles from a point south of Poe Reef, then shall lay 
their course to join the regular downbound course from Detour at a 
point not less than 15 miles northeast of Middle Island Light. 


Downbound vessels from Calcite from a point abreast of Adams 
Point Gas Buoy shall lay a course about 100 degrees to intersect the 
westerly limit of the general downbound course at a point about 15 
miles northeast of Middle Island Light. 


Downbound vessels from Alpena shall head on Harbor Beach 
Light to a point 12 miles above Point aux Barques Light, thence haul 
about southeast to cross upbound traffic and reach the outside lane. 


Upbound vessels on Lake Huron shall lay a course to pass not 
over 5 miles ENE of Harbor Beach Light and not over 7 miles 71° off 
Middle Island Light. 


Upbound vessels on Lake Huron bound for Straits of Mackinac 
shali lay a course for Poe Reef Passage from a point not over 5 miles 
50 degrees from Presque Isle Light to abreast of Cordwood Point Gas 


Buoy. 
Eastbound vessel from Round Island Passage shall lay a course 


90 degrees to a point about 4% miles off Martin Reef; thence to a 
point 34 mile S. E. of Detour Light. 
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ANCHORAGE OFF DETOUR 


It is recommended that the following limit of anchorage be ob- 
served in Lake Huron off Detour Light so that vessels may enter or 
leave the Detour Passage in time of congestion due to fog or other 
conditions: 


No vessel to anchor east of a bearing on Detour Light of 340° or 
closer than 34 mile to the light or north of the Detour-Martin Reef 
course. 


LAKE MICHIGAN 


Southbound vessels, bound for Milwaukee and west shore points 
north thereof shall run out 30 miles from point of departure abreast 
of Lansing Shoal on course to Rock Island Passage, thence to destina- 
tion. 


Southbound vessels, bound for west shore points south of Milwau- 
kee, shall run out 30 miles from point of departure abreast of Lansing 
Shoal on course to Rock Island Passage, thence head on Milwaukee 
breakwater to a point 19 miles, 115 degrees from Twin River Point 
Light, thence to destination. 


Southbound vessels from Sturgeon Bay and points north thereof, 
as far as Port Inland, bound for ports near the south end of Lake 
Michigan, shall lay their course to a point 19 miles, 115 degrees from 
Twin River Point Light, joining the main southbound lane, thence to 
destination. 


Southbound vessels from the Straits of Mackinac bound for east 
shore points north of Point Betsie shall use the Grays Reef Passage 
Course. 


Southbound vessels from the Straits of Mackinac bound for east 
shore points south of Point Betsie shall use the Northabout Course by 
Lansing Shoal. 


Northbound vessels for Straits of Mackinac will navigate via 
Manitou Passage This rule does not apply to vessels coming out of 
Green Bay. 


Vessels downbound out of St. Martins and Rock Island Passage 
shall set a course to pass not more than 6 miles off Seul Choix. 


Vessels bound from ports near the south end of Lake Michigan to 
Escanaba shall keep not more than 8 miles off Wind Point and not 
more than 5 miles off Twin River Point Light. 


Northbound vessels to Port Inland from near the south end ot 
Lake Michigan shall follow the northbound Manitou Course to a point 
about 8 miles off Point Betsie, thence to about 4 miles off Boulaer 
Reef, and thence to destination. 


LAKE ERIE 


Downbound vessels leaving the Detroit River for ports east of 
Middle Ground Shoal shall continue on course 164° until 114 miles 
outside of Amherstburg Outer Channel Lighted Buoy, thence 104° 
for 11% miles to pass 2 miles off Colchester Reef Light, thence 99° 
for 1634 miles to pass north of Pelee Passage Light, thence 122° to 
pass south of Southeast Shoal Light. 


Downbound vessels for Port Colborne or Buffalo from point of 
departure, Southeast Shoal, shali lay a course to a point not less than 
9 miles off Long Point, thence to destination. 


Upbound vessels from Port Colborne or Buffalo to a point on 
South Shore, Lake Erie, east of Marblehead, shall lay a course to 
pass not over 5 miles off Presque Isle Light, thence to destination. 


Upbound vessels from Port Coiborne or Buffalo bound to South- 
east Shoal shall lay a course to pass not more than 3 miles off Long 
Point, thence to Southeast Shoal. 


Upbound vessels for Detroit River, departing from a position 
1 mile south of Southeast Shoal Light shail steer 302° for 10 miles to 
a position 7 miles 32° from Armenia Wreck Lighted Buoy, thence 
278° for 14 miles to pass 1 mile off Colchester Reef Light, thence 
284° for Amherstburg Outer Channel Lighted Buoy 2. 


Upbound vessels for Toledo, Ohio, and Monroe, Michigan, when 
1 mile off Pelee Passage Light, shail steer 272° to pass approximately 
1% miles off Middle Sister Island Light, thence to destination. 


When Masters May Exercise Discretion in Departing 
From the Separate Courses 


It is understood that masters may exercise discretion in depart- 
ing from these courses when ice and weather conditions are such as 
to warrant it. Most of the courses are designated on the general 
charts of the several lakes issued by the United States Lake Survey. 


DANGER AREAS 


Masters are advised to acquaint themselves with “danger areas” 
used for military practices and defined by governments of both 
countries in their notices to mariners. While most of these areas 
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are open to surface navigation by large vessels without restrictions, 
masters should cooperate closely with military authorities in any 
area intercepted by the special courses prescribed herein where 
restrictions are in effect.

1. Downbound vessels from Port Weiler to Kingston and Cape 
Vincent from a position % mile off Port Weller piers shall lay a 
course 49° for 8% miles to pass not more than 1% miles off Niagara 
Bar Buoy, thence 74° for 103 miles to a position not less than 7 miles 
off Point Peter, thence heading on Main Duck Island 61° for 21 miles 
to a position not less than 5 miles off False Duck Island, thence 40° 
to Psyche Shoal Buoy. 


2. Downbound vessels to Kingston and Cape Vincent from 
Toronto, western entrance, Port Credit and Clarkson, from a position 
2 miles off Gibraltar Point shall lay a course 84° for 113% miles to 
pass not less than 7 miles off Point Peter, thence recommended 
courses to Psyche Shoal. 


Downbound vessels from Toronto, eastern entrance, to Kingston 
and Cape Vincent shall run out on ranges and intercept the down- 
bound course from Gibraltar Point. 


3. Downbound vessels from Port Weller to Toronto, western 
entrance, from a position % mile off Port Weller piers shall lay a 
course 315° for 4 miles, thence 342° for 2334 miles to Toronto Ap- 
proach Buoy. 


4. Downbound vessels from Port Weller to Hamilton from a 
position % mile off Port Weller piers shall lay a course 315° for 4 
miles, thence 273° for 25 miles to Burlington Approach Buoy. 


Upbound 


1. Upbound vessels from Kingston and Cape Vincent from a 
position abreast of Psyche Shoal Buoy shall lay a course 248° for 
22% miles to a position not more than 3 miles off Point Peter, thence 
255° for 101% miles to a position not less than 7 miles off Niagara 
Bar Buoy, thence 208° for 13 miles to a position % miles off Port 
Weller piers. 

2. Upbound vessels from Kingston and Cape Vincent to Toronto, 
Port Credit and ‘Clarkson, from a position not more than 3 miles off 
Point Peter shall lay a course 263° heading on Gibraltar Point. 


3. Upbound vessels from Toronto, western entrance, to Port 
Weller shall lay a course from Toronto Approach Buoy 158° for 27% 
miles to a position %4 mile off Port Weller Piers. 


4. Upbound vesseis from Hamilton to Port Weller from a 
position % mile off Burlington piers shall lay a course 98° for 2834 
miles to a position % mile off Port Weller piers. 


RULES GOVERNING NARROW CHANNELS 


The following Ruies and Regulations have been established by 
Government Agencies: 
St. Marys River 


Rule 14. Vessels of 500 gross tons or over shall at no time exceed 
a speed of 12 statute miles per hour through any portion of the St. 
Marys River between Everens Point and Big Point. 


Rule 20. (a) No vessel of 500 gross tons or over shall approach 
nearer than one-quarter of a mile to a vessel in the same direction, 
nor pass such vessel, in a channel where the speed is restricted to 12 
miles an hour or less, except between Bayfield Rock and the St. 
Marys Falls Canal, and between Light No. 50 marking northern en- 
trance to West Neebish Channel and Upper Lake Nicolet Front 
Range Light and for upbound vessels only between Vidal Shoal and 
Lookout Station No. 6, or except as provided in paragraph (b) of 
this rule and in Rule 21. 


(b) In order to facilitate passing in Lake Nicolet, upbound 
vessels may, after passing red lighted buoy No. 58 off Shingle Bay, 
approach not nearer than 500 feet to a vessel bound in the same 
direction. 


Rule 21. A vessel at normal speed coming up on a tug towing 
a dredge or scow bound in the same direction as the overtaking 
vessel in a restricted channel may pass such tow, after the pre- 
scribed exchange of signals.. Under such circumstances the tug 
shall not increase speed during the passing, and shall haul with its 
tow to the proper side of the channel to allow passing room. 


Rule 22. No vessel shall pass or attempt to pass another vessel 
bound in the same direction, when such passing would bring more 
than two vessels abreast, in any of the passages between the inter- 
section of the Winter Point and Pilot Island Ranges in Lake Munus- 
cong, and Big Point in upper St. Marys River, except that such 
passing is permitted between Bayfield Rock and the St. Marys Falls 
Canal.

Speed 


_ (1) In the St. Clair River in front of Sarnia, Ontario, the speed 
of vessels shall not exceed nine miles per hour over the bottom. 

Note: The city limits of Sarnia extend from a point just below 
the international tunnel to a point about opposite Bay Point. 

(2) In the St. Clair River, the speed of vessels of 500 gross tons 
or over shall not exceed 12 miles per hour over the bottom within 
the following limits: 

(1) Downbound. From Stag Island Upper Light to St. Clair 
Middle Ground Lower Lighter Buoy; and from Walpole Island Upper 
Light to the lower end of the St. Clair Flats Canal. 


(11) Upbound. From the lower end of the St. Clair Flats Canal 
to Russel Island Light; and from Stag Island Shoal Light to Stag 
Island Upper Light. 

(3) In the lower Detroit River, the speed of vessels of 500 gross 
tons or over shall not exceed 12 miles per hour over the bottom 
within the following limits: 

(1) Downbound. From Livingstone Channel Upper Entrance 
Light to Bar Point Lighted Bell Buoy. 

(11) Upbound. From Bois Blanc Light at the lower end of Bois 
Blanc Island to Livingstone Channel Upper Entrance Light 


Passing 


(1) In the St. Clair River and the lower Detroit River, any 
vessel overtaking a tug with a tow moving in the same direction 
may pass such tow by giving a signal indicating on which side the 
vessel desires to pass, and the pilot of the tug shall haul with the 
tow to the proper side of the channel to provide passing room. 


(2) In the St. (Clair River no vessel of 500 gross tons or over 
shall pass or attempt to pass another vessel of 500 gross tons or over 
moving in the same direction within the following limits: 


(1) Downbound. From the first buoy above Fort Gratiot Light 
to Port Huron Traffic Lighted Buoy; from Stag Island Upper Light 
to St. Clair Middie Ground Lower Lighted Buoy; and from Walpole 
Island Upper Light to the lower end of the St. Clair Flats Canal. 


(ii) Upbound. From the lower end of the St. Clair Flats Canal 
to Walpoie Island Upper Light; from Stag Island Shoal Light to 
Stag Island Upper Light; and from Port Huron Traffic Lighted 
Buoy to the first buoy above Fort Gratiot Light. 


(3) In the lower Detroit River between Fighting Island South 
Light and Bar Point Lighted Bell Buoy, no vessel shall pass or 
attempt to pass another vessel or vessels moving in either the same 
or opposite direction where more than two vessels would be abreast. 


(4) There shali be a time interval of not less than five minutes 
between any two vessels entering or navigating the Livingstone 
Channel between the Upper Entrance Light and Bar Point Lighted 
Bell Buoy, except that tugs without tows and vessels under 100 gross 
tons are exempt from this rule.

THE USE OF MILLIBARS 


fhe daily weather service is based upon weather reports from hundreds of widespread 
observations over land and sea. Many of these reports include not only the surface 
weather observations, but also aerological observations which are extremely valuable in 
determining the amount of moisture and other elements in the atmosphere involved in 
the production of rain and storms. The accuracy of weather forecasts and the value of the 
daily weather service to the public depend in large measure upon having these wide- 
spread reports, not only from the United States, but also from adjoining countries like 
Canada and Mexico, and from contiguous ocean areas. 


Atmospheric pressure is one of the important elements in these weather reports. In 
earlier years it was customary to express atmospheric pressure in inches denoting height 
of the mercury column in the barometer. Since the inch is a unit of length and not a 
unit of pressure, the use of inches for expressing atmospheric pressure is unsatisfactory 
for modern purposes. Several years ago the millibar, which is the standard unit of pres- 
sure, was adopted for aerological observations, and since then its advantages have re- 
sulted in its adoption by nearly all countries for use in expressing barometric observa- 
tions taken on ships at sea as well as at regular weather stations on land. 


Because of the delay incident to converting millibars into inches, with the increasing 
number of weather reports from ships at sea and from Canada and other countries, the 
Weather Bureau on July 1, 1939, adopted the numeral code which uses millibars, and be- 

an publishing these units on its Washington Weather Map. his permits speedier 

andling of reports and greater accuracy in analyzing weather situations for the pur- 
pose of issuing weather maps, forecasts, and advices. Since January 1, 1940, isobars on 
all published weather maps have been labeled in millibars instead of inches. 


It is not difficult to become accustomed to the use of the absolute unit, the millibar, in 
epenking of atmospheric pressure. Jn order to assist the public in using millibars a con- 
vet ient table showing the values in inches of mercury for each millibar has been pre- 
pa ‘ed and appears on this card. It should be remembered that 1015.9 millibars equals 
40.00 inches of mercury; 1 millibar equals approximately one-300th of an inch (0.0295). 
One-tenth inch of mercury equals 3.4 millibars, approximately. 


The appearance of the published weather map is not significantly changed by use of the 
millibar system of pressure values. Isobars are drawn for each interval of 3 millibars 
of pressure variation, which closely corresponds to the interval of one-tenth of an inch 
as heretofore used.

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TONNAGE EXPLAINED 


There are five kinds of tonnage in use in the shipping business. 
They are deadweight tonnage, cargo tonnage, gross, net and dis- 
placement tonnage. 


1. DEADWEIGHT TONNAGE expresses the number of tons of 
2,240 pounds that a vessel can transport of cargo, stores. and bunker 
fuel. It is the difference between the number of tons of water a vessel 
displaces “light” and the number of tons it displaces when submerged 
to the “load water line”. Deadweight tonnage is used interchange- 
ably with deadweight carrying capacity. A vessel’s capacity for 
weight cargo is less than its total deadweight tonnage. 


2. CARGO TONNAGE is either “weight” or “measurement”. The 
weight ton in the United States and in British countries is the Eng- 
lish long or gross ton of 2,240 pounds. In France and other countries 
having the metric system a weight ton is 2,204.6 pounds. A “measure- 
ment’’ ton is usually 40 cubic feet, but in some instances a larger 
number of cubic feet is taken for a ton. Most ocean package freight 
is taken at weight or measurement (W/M), ship’s option. 


3. GROSS TONNAGE applies to vessels, not to cargo. It is 
determined by dividing by 100 the contents, in cubic feet, of the 
vessel’s closed-in spaces. A vessel ton is 100 cubic feet. The register 
of a vessel states both gross and net tonnage. 


4. NET TONNAGE is a vessel’s gross tonnage minus deductions of 
space occupied by accommodations for crew, by machinery for nav- 
igation, by the engine room and fuel. A vessel’s net tonnage expresses 
the space available for the accommodation of Passengers and the 
stowage of cargo. A ton of cargo, in most instances occupies less than 
100 cubic feet; hence the vessel’s cargo tonnage may exceed its net 
tonnage, and, indeed, the tonnage of cargo carried is usually greater 
than the gross tonnage. 


5. DISPLACEMENT of a vessel is the weight, in tons of 2,240 
pounds, of a vessel and its contents. Displacement “light” is the 
weight of the vessel without stores, bunker fuel, or cargo. Displace- 
ment “loaded” is the weight of the vessel, plus cargo, fuel, and store* 


For a modern freight steamer the following relative tonnage Agures 
would ordinarily be approximately correct:

A vessel’s registered tonnage, whether gross or net, is practically 
the same under the American rules and the British rules. When 
measured according to the Panama or Suez tonnage rules, most 
vessels have larger gross and net tonnages than when measured by 
British or American national rules. 
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SEICHES IN LAKE ERIE 


Seiches in Lake Erie are of two general types, one that of the sudden 
and short-period tilting of the water surface upward toward the eastern 
end of the Lake and downward at the western end. Thunderstorms and 
sudden squalls appear to combine with quick changes in atmospheric 
pressure and produce these and they are therefore most difficult to fore- 
tell. However, they are of only a few hours duration as a rule. 


The other type is the consistent tilting which develops in a 
period of several hours and may continue, with minor fluctuations, for 
two or three days. Such seiches cause low water in the upbound channel 
in the Detroit River and high water at Buffalo. They are caused chiefly 
by the windflow from SW to NE when such flow is fairly strong and 
sustained. Winds of other directions are not effective in creating serious 
seiches in this respect, although the northeast wind system occasionally 
produces seiches which lower the eastern and raise the western end of 
the Lake to a dangerous degree; northeast “blows” are generally of 
shorter duration than the “southwesters’” and the seiches are less pro- 
nounced. The direction here described is that of the wind over the 
open reaches of Lake Erie. 


While wind and possibly barometric pressure are the main causes 
for the primary seiches of both kinds. it has been found by carefully ex- 
amining the records of lake water surface that the water in Lake Erie 
“rocks” back and forth several times once it is tilted and the cause of 
the tilting declines. This “rocking” is about 15 hours in completing a 
whole cycle of changes; in other words once impelled to the eastern end 
of the Lake the water wi!! tend, if the impelling force is relaxed, to re- 


turn to the western end of the Lake for about 7 hours and then reverse 
this movement for the next 7 hours or so. These rockings may be two 
or three in number and seem to be always going on sometimes being 
added to the rockings due to wind and pressure. While it is not a 
wholly reliable indication, it is well to look for a rise of water at Bar 
Point about 7% hours after the lowest water there was noted, except 
when the wind has increased from the southwest and the “rocking” i* 
thus impeded by the freshening wind.

Lake Survey issues an annual bulletin giving the latest information 
regarding the Great Lakes. During the season of navigation monthly 
supplements are issued giving all important changes in channels and 
harbors affecting navigation, occuring during the preceding month. 
Masters should see that their ship is on the mailing list to receive the 
annual bulletin and the supplement. 


The catalog lists the places at which charts may be obtained in- 
cluding the U. S. Lake Survey Office at Detroit and the Sault Canal. 


The U.S. Engineering Department: The dredging in harbors and 
channels is in charge of the Corps of Engineers, U. S. Army, having 
district offices at Chicago, Milwaukee, Duluth, Detroit and Buffalo. 
These offices also have to do with the removal of wrecks and other 


obstructions and give out information regarding these matters 
through the U. S. Lake Survey Bulletin, supplements and the notices 
to mariners issued by the Lighthouse Service and by the U. S. Hydro- 
graphic office of the Navy Department. 

The Hydrographic Office of the Navy Department has six Branch 
Offices located on the Great Lakes. 
tributing to shipmasters and other interested parties information affect- 
ing navigation received from other offices and Masters. 

The Branch Offices issue “Local Hydrographic Memorandum 
for Mariners” as often as necessary covering local areas at Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Detroit, Duluth, and Sault Ste. Marie. 

In addition to the “Local Hydrographic Memorandum for Marin- 
ers’, Headquarters Lakes Division located at Cleveland publishes and 
distributes a weekly “Notice to Mariners” covering all the Great Lakes, 
and annually publishes and distributes the “Radio Aids to Navigation, 
Great Lakes”. 

All of the Branch Offices except Cleveland conduct navigation 
classes during the winter months, and personnel at all offices are ready 
to assist mariners at all times. 

The U.S. Coast Guard: Constitutes the Marine Police Force, but 
its service is very helpful under ordinary operations and especially at 
times when special hazards exist or in case of serious accident to the 
ship. This service issues regulations on the navigation of the St. Marys 
River and sees that they are adhered to through the several Coast 
Guard Stations and the small motor boats patrolling the river. 

The U. S. Weather Bureau collects and disseminates weather infco-- 
mation for the Great Lakes area. Weather observations are secureo 
from numerous lake shore locations as well as from ships plying the 
lakes. Daily weather maps are prepared at 17 Offices. Forecast service 
is centered at the Chicago Weather Bureau Office, from whence orig- 
inate the forecasts disseminated from other Weather Bureau Offices and 
by means of radiotelephone and radiotelegraph broadcasts. As part of 
the forecasting service visual storm warning displays are made at im- 
portant harbors and anchorages during the navigation season. Surveys 
of ice conditions in channels and harbors are summarized in weekly or 
more frequent bulletins distributed to shipping interests from early in 
March until ice ceases to be a hazard.

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SOME COMMENTS ON GREAT LAKES STORMS 


The great storms of North America usually follow a course of 
travel coming over or near the Great Lakes. The high winds and 
rains or snows which are called storms are parts of great atmospheric 
motions. Much of the causes and controls of these motions is at 
present a matter of obscurity. It is known, however, that the general 
storms of our Lakes may be called revolving atmospheric “lows’’, even 
though they are not entirely circular in many instances. At the cen- 
ter of such a “low” or storm the barometer is depressed deeply, the 
readings (sea level) on many occasions reaching 29 inches. From 
these low pressure systems and their related weather conditions, most 
of the modern forecasting of storms is developed. Balancing these 
“lows” in a degree, and normally alternating with them in travel over 
the temperate zones are high pressure areas and systems seldom cir- 
cular and rarely stormy. With many deviations the surface winds 
flow indirectly but systematicaily from high to low. The height of 
the high and the depth of the low regulate the rate of such flow, thus 
determining the strength of the wind. 

[Barometers show pressure values and an observer having a good 
barometer properly set may utilize its readings and changes along 
with observations of the wind direction and velocity and their changes 
to estimate the locations and movement of pressure systems and the 
march of storms. A set of general rules is printed on Page 363. 

Storms follow certain tracks and have certain “habits”, based 
chiefly on supplies of air which will provide the necessary warmth 
and moisture. While it is a weather adage that all storm roads lead 
to the St. Lawrence Valley from ail over North America, it is more 
likely that they are attracted by the vast reaches of moisture in the 
Great Lakes and in at least two thirds of the year by the comparative 
warmth. 

From the mariners’ viewpoint, Great Lakes weather is of interest 
trom early April to mid-December, the season of active shipping. 
April and May are months during which storms are tending to avoid 
the Great Lakes to some degree, as a result of the winter-chilled lake 
temperatures, but occasionaliy the storms of that period cross the 
Lake and are severe and of extra persistence, generated by the masses 
of intense cold which lie over the interior of Canada opposed to 
the newly warmed air masses of United States, the Lakes lying 
roughly between these extremes. Easterly winds may dominate the 
whole area of the Great Lakes during this period and snow, sleet and 
rain attend these in many cases. 

June, July, August and early September are generally mild in 
storminess. This is a period during which the waters of the Lakes 
are being warmed slowly but are usually cooler than the average land 


temperatures around them. Foggy nights are the rule whenever this 
difference in temperature is large and winds are light. 

Local summer thunderstorms stir up high winds in limited areas 
and these winds are sometimes able to produce large and sudden 
fluctuations of lake levels. They are most active in June and July. 

Sometimes in September, but occasionally as late as early October, 
storminess increases as the “lows” begin a seasonal gain in intensity, 
and the general tendency then is one of strengthened west winds. 
By early December the Lakes reach their period of greatest stormi- 
ness as cold air masses pile up to the north of the Lakes and warm 
conditions are driven further and further southward. 

These “lows” or storms, have certain tendencies that have beeu 
observed to recur and therefore may be called habits. Some of these 
are fairly well adhered to and others are violated rather often, but 
the observer with his barometer and wind observations may often be 
able to see and foresee some of the habits or their breakdowns and 
thus better plan his course of action on board ship. 

Lows which move (their centers) toward the north are intensty- 
ing. They may make eastward travel while moving northward but 
the measure of northward movement is a fair gage of their severity. 
As their intensity develops their rate of travel speeds up and the 
barometric pressure at the center is lowered. Such storms transport 
with them great masses of warm and moist air often of far south 
origin and rain or snow falls associated with them are likely to be 
heavy. The winds may be heaviest on one side only, while lighter on 
the other, but as they may pass directly over the Great Lakes most 
locations on the Lakes are whipped by high winds and may be sud- 
denly subjected to quick windshifts. 

The usual travel direction of movement for lows is toward the 
east or northeast and the rate may vary from 200 to 500 miles per 
day. With normal movement and speed the storms attending these 
lows are fairly intense. Sometimes lows move toward the southeast 
and reach us from Canada. Under these circumstances, they are 
relatively mild and slow-moving although in the fall and summer, 
warmed lakes often provide new energy and turn them toward the 
northeast. Such lows slow up over the lakes and linger just east or 
northeast of the Lake Region promoting the familiar snowsqually 
westerly wind weather of the fall and early winter. At times, a low 
which originated as a hurricane in the southern seas advances in sub- 
dued form over the inland reaches of our country and then revives 
its former energy as it moves toward the lakes. These are fall and 
early winter storms and because of the rapid movement and sudden 
increase in severity they are entitled to such respect of weather men 
and mariners on the Lakes as are no other storms. 
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FREEBOARD 


Freeboard is the height of the top of the deck at the side above 
the water line. 


Minimum freeboards or maximum load lines have been establish- 
ed by law throughout the world. Special freeboard laws, applying 
to Great Lakes vessels of 150 gross tons or over are required to 
have established maximum load lines. 


Load lines are determined by regulations and are assigned by the 
American Bureau of Shipping, Lloyd’s Register of Shipping, or 
other approved assigning authorities. 

Load line inspections are made annually. 


A load line certificate is issued to each vessel. Surveys are made 


at least once every five years and the certificate is accordingly 
renewed 


Three marks are placed on each side of vessel, determining the 
load lines as follows. 


SUMMER May 16 — Sept. 15 

April 16 — May 15 
INTERMEDIATE 

Sept. 16 — Oct. 31 
WINTER Nov 1 — April 15 


The freeboard mark for Great Lakes vessels is known as the 
“toad-line Diamond”. 


It is to be center punched on each side of steel ships. Marks are 
to be white or yellow on a dark ground or black on a light ground. 
The initials of the assigning authority appear on the mark, Viz. 
A-B or L-R.
